6. Officiating has reached an all 
time high for quality, and the 
character of these men does not 
allow them to permit rules vio- 
lations to go unpenalized. 

7. The medical profession for 
the past 15 years has taken a 
greater interest in the prevention 
and treatments of athletic inju- 
ries, and during this period of 
time, greater emphasis has been 
placed on such important items 
as having a physician present 
at every game, preseasonal phys- 
ical examinations for each boy, 
and determination of the play- 
ability of the injured by the 
physician instead of the coach 
or trainer.

The Ninth District congressman 
said 73 new federal judgeships 
were created this year and that 
court calendars would thus be 
open to more labor cases.

At Columbus, Twitty said the

There’s a difference between active sportswear 
and spectator sportswear and California is adept at 
supplying the right fashion in both. 


The evolution of sportswear, originally designed 
for active sports lovers only, is calling for a consid- 
eration of the whole subject with a fresh viewpoint. 


Spec- 
tator sportswear was generally 
for audience participation at any 
of these events. 


But in recent fashion collec- 
tions it is surprising to see cas- 
ual clothes, or fashions distin- 
guished by understatement, go- 
ing right on into the cocktail 
and evening occasions short of 
out-and-out formal events.

Never have jacketed dresses 
and separates been more preva- 
lent. Jackets emerge as ‘‘sweat- 
ers” made from printed silk, 
lace, mohair, cashmere, and or- 
lon. They cover easy-fit over- 
blouses that rest lightly on the 
hipbone, are usually sleeveless 
and with high round necklines. 
Some sweaters are lined in the 
print that is used for the blouse 
or shirt beneath, while others 
are unlined, but bound in fabric 
to match the mated dress or 
separates. 


Waistlines vary from the nor- 
mal, widely belted to lifted to 
lowered, where usually a sash 
of matching fabric is gently 
looped around the hipline.

Blouses are almost always 
shown on the outside. However, 
some shirts tuck neatly into a 
skirt waistband, usually when 
there is a contrasting cardigan 
that goes along. 


Sleeves are reappearing in 
assorted sizes from cap to wrist 
length. But still there are sleeve- 
less sheaths to be found. 


Skirts, more modified in their 
fullness than last season’s flare, 
are still graceful with swirls of 
pleats.
